The Church of England in Altona, after a promising beginning, fell on difficult 
times. Not until recent years was it able again to function as an independent par- 
ish. On April 27, 1926, 23 people met te appoint wardens and a vestry and also 
to arrange for rental of the Progress Hall for use for church services. 


After a checkered career the Church of Eng- 
land in Altona finally became a separate parish on 
February 6, 1959. In later years the church has be- 
come increasingly effective in Altona, culminating 
in a surge of present activity. 


EARLY HISTORY 

Of residents at the original 
meeting in 1926 Mr. and Mrs. 
A. G. Turner, Mrs, Tyrell, 
Mrs. A. Woodyard and Mr. 
and Mrs. R. Harvey are still 
associated with the church. 
Services in the Progress Hall 
commenced on the Sunday 
folowing the first meeting 
and continued for about two 
years, 

Rev. Frederick G. Hughes 
was the vicar. He did a great 
deal for the church and is 
still remembered with affec- 
tion by many. He was a 
“driving spirit” in the popular 
Church of England bus pic- 
nics Which were an annual 
event. On a certan Sunday 
at a service in the Progress 
Hall, the organist was not 
available. A voluntcer from 
the congregation offered his 
services. In the next few 
years the volunteer became 
the church organist, a posi- 
tion he held till his death 
a few years ago. He was of 
course Mr. R. W.- Hammond 
who not only as organist for 
33 years, but with his wife 
and family lived to serve the 
church ‘in alt ways. 

As president of the Altona 
Community Hospital he was 
recognised with the Queen’s 
Medal on the event. of her 
coronation. A memorial or- 
gan has been the hope of 
many parishioners. A fund 
for this purpose is established, 

The first communion ser- 
vice was held in the Progress 
Hall, Archbishop Harrington 
Lees presided. Candidate for 
confirmation were Alice Mer- 
ritt, Hilda Cox, May Biggs, 
Lilian Skinner, Gladys Wood- 
yard, G, Fielding and Norman 
Leslie Turner. + 

Through the efforts of Mr. 
A. C. Turner a building, for- 
merly used by the Methadist 
Church in Newport, was ac- 
quired and moved to the 
church site in Queen Stre3t. 
This served a8 a church un- 
til the. present chirch was 
brought from Laverton on 
October 13, 1933, Rev. Ed- 
wards who was in charge from 
April, 1928, gave the church 
the name of St. Eanswythe. 
He had commenced his minis- 
try at the Church of St. Mary 
and St. Eanswythe at Folke- 
stone in England. This, to. 
gether with a desire to em- 
vhasise that the Church of 
England was in existence long 
before Henry VIII, was the 
reason for dedicating the 


new Church of St. Eanswythe. 

St. Eanswythe was the 
grand daughter of King 
Ethelbert of Kent, the first 
Anglo-Saxon king -to become 
a Cnristian. She refussd to 
marry & pagan prince and 
finally her father permitted 
her to form an order of nuns 
and establish a monastery on 
the coast of Kent-near Folke- 
stone, She spent the rest of 
her life there and gained a 
great reputation for prayer 
and good works. 

Rev. Edwards officiated at 
the first wedding in the par- 
ish - when’ Miss, J. Evering- 
ham married Mr. J. Vost. 
They are still living in AL 
tona in Bayview Street. 

The first wedding in ths 
present church was celebra- 
ted on the day the church 
arrived from Laverton. Mr. 
and Mrs. R. Stuber of Mount 
Street, Altona, were marrieé 
that very afternoon by Rev. 
T, Fleming. 

Rey. Edwards served well 
for some years in difficult 
times. On his departure it 
was found necesary to’ merge 
the church into the parish 
of Newport, 

For the next 25 years the 
minstry in Altona was [*to- 
vided for the most part by 
Lay Readers whd spent a 
part only of each week in the 
district. One of these was

A SEPARATE PARISH 
AGAIN - 


St. Eanswythe’s became a 
separate parish again when 
the Rev. J. R. Walton was in- 
ducted as Vicar on February 
6, 1959. Rev. Walton served 
here for three and a half 
years, leaving to go to Ken- 
sington in September, 1962. 
The Rov. W. W. Moriarty 
was inducted to succeed him 
in November, 1962.

MENTS 

In the last two years moves 
have been made to advance 
the material position of the 
church. In February, 1961, 
a block of land fronting 
Blyth Street was leased under 
a very favourable agreement 
to Ampol for the construction 
of a service station. The 
finance which became avail- 
able through this lease made 
possible the extension of the 





church property. Towards 
the end of 1962, with the aid 
of a bank loan, two blocks 
of land bordering on the 
church froperty were pur- 
chased and plans were star- 
ted for the erection of a Vic- 
arage on the block at 7 Bent 
Street. The house on 
the other block at 113 Queen 
Street served as a temporary 
vicarage until the permanent 
one was built. The new vic- 
arage, the first permanent 
building owned by 5t. EHans- 
wythe's- Church was com- 
pleted and occupied in June, 
1963, Thanks to the Ampol 
lsase, this house is fully paid 
for but it leaves the church 
fn a very unusual position— 
the house is clear of debt, 
but not the land on which 
it is’ built. : 

Following the disastrous 
fire in January, 1964, the 
future of the house at 113 
Queen Street is at present 
unccrtain until negotiations 
with the insurance company 
are finalised. 


THE FUTURE 

The Christian Development 
Program which has been 
functioning for the past thiee 
years has contributed con- 
siderably to the material pro- 
gress recently made in the 
parish. It has also—and this 
is even more important— 
helped the gradual increase 
in the spiritual life and the 
general activity which has 
been evident over the past. 
few years. A renewed pro- 
gram is at present under 
way. 

At one stage, consideration 
was given to the establihment 
of a new centre for the 
Church of England in the 
western section of Altona. 

However, examination of 
plans for the development of 
the area suggested that there 
would never be enough An- 
glicans in that area to sup- 
port a new parish, and it 
would be better to concen- 
trate on the building up of 
one large centre for the 
church in Altona. 


For the future, the church 
aims to establish contact with 
the large number of people 
in Altona who claim to be- 
long to the Church of Eng- 
land but take no active part 
in the worship or work of 
the chureh. Towards this 
end last year a census of 
the western section and of 
Seaholme was conducted with 
some gratifying results, It is 
hoped to make Anglicans 
more aware of what It means 
to belong to the Church of 
England, to be a Christian 
and to lead them to take a 
more active part in the wor- 





ship and work of the church. 

Long term plans call for 
the building of a larger, per- 
manent church and a parish 
hall adequate to the needs of 
Altona. However, such de- 
velopments must await the 
growth of concern about the 
church among the Anglican 
people of Altona and the 
availability of finance. In 
the meantime action is being 
taken to improve the appear- 
ance of the church and its 
surroundings to miake them 
more worthy for the wor- 
ship and service of God. The 
interior of the Church has 
been recently painted, other 
improvements made and 
plans are in hand for patint- 
ing the exterlor of the church 
and beautifying the grounds. 


ALTONA NORTH 
Church services commenced 
in Altona North in October, 
1962, when Mr. and Mrs. Alec 
Sheward kindly made their 
home in Edward Averiue avail- 
able, Anglicans who were 
known to live in the area 
were notified by letter that 
the services would be held 
each Sunday and the numbers 
attending gradually increased. 
Archdeacon Dann conduc- 
ted the services and Captain 
John Corby of the Church 
Army, commenced a systemic 
visitation of the area to con- 
tact all Anglican families. 


The head master and the 
school committee of the 
Brooklyn West Primary 


School kindly agreed to make 
the school buildings available 
and services commenced there 
at Christmas, 1962, 


A provisional committes to 
manage the affairs of the 
new church was fomed in 
February, 1963, and plans 
were made for future dévelop- 
ments, Land had prevfously 
been purchased in Black- 
shaws Road opposite the site 
for the proposed Altona Hos- 
pital. It was decifed that 
the church which would even- 
tually be built there would 
be dedicated to St. Luke the 
Physician. Building on the 
site has now commenc2d. 

Sunday School classes were 
started in March, 1963. Two 
Sisters of the Community of 
the Holy Name have been 
helping in the Sunday School 
and with teaching Religious 
Instruction in the State 
Schools, also with visiting. 

Archdeacon Dann continued 
to supervise the growing 
church until June, 1968. The 
Rev. D. Champion was in- 
ducted as Vicar of the newly 
formed parish of St. Mark's, 
Spotswood, and Altona North

LABOUR VIEWS 


(The following article has been supplied by the Cen 
tral Executive of the Australian Labour Party.) 

The Victorian Railways is a public authorit 
managed by three Railways Commissioners centere 
in the city. Each Commissioner gives special atten 
tion to various branches of railways administration 

The Commissioners attempt to keep in touct 
with country systems by regular tours. 
they are able to discuss local matters with local or. 
ganisations. The Railways’ 
and foods to the best advantage to the community. 


The first “question to be 
asked is whether there should 
be Regional Deputy Commis- 
sioners—to have some person 
and a deécentrdiised staff who 
can quickly remedy defects or 
create better interest by local 
communities and railway 
users. 

There is no doubt what- 
ever that an efficient railways 
system. is an economic re- 
quirement of industries and 


{_vimary producers. 


There was a period in our 
history when railways spread 
in ali directions like an octo- 
pus. On these systems, pas- 
songers poured into Mcl- 
and the provincial 
cities—goods. machinery of 
all descriptions went to our 
rural areas. 

Today we have rdad_ ser- 
vices which have taken over 
much of the services rendered 
by the railways. The private 
motor car has taken over the 
cream of the passenger Joad. 

Could the railways capture 
many of these passengers if 
better and more comfortable 
services were instituted? 

When Victorians visit places 
like Japan they arrive back 
with glowing reports of the 
existing services now avail- 
able in Japan. Surely there 
are methods by which coun- 
try trains can be improved by 
$peed—conventent arrivals — 
departures—design and clean- 
liness. Those of us who re- 
member the railways 50 years 
ago recajl the standards then 
existing. 

The railways have by cen- 
tral administration permitted 
the system to go backards. 

It is obvious one method 
of improving the railways is 
to establish secondary indus- 
tries in inland areas, How- 
ever, the drive behind decen- 
tralisation is not determined 


by the Railways Commis- 
stoners but Government 
policy. 


After all, the railways were 
created not for profits but 
for the development of the 
State. Many railway lines 
were created for closer settle 
ment purposes and the great 
wealth and development of 
Victoria was brought to
